From the ominous silence which per- 
vades Government circles there is a 
growing iinyrcssion in the public raind 
that tbo Imperial Government lias 
either declined to accede to the terms 
proposed by Mr. Elliott or that the 
present Government have failed to 
bring to the notice of the Imperial au- 
thorities the importance of adopting .1 
policy vrhich will insure certain and 
eflfectual means of docking and rnj)air- 
ing H. M. ships at Esquinialt. It will 
bo remembered that when the Local 
House camo together in January last 
after a reces.s of about fivo mouths the 
impleasant diacovery was made that 
between the sessions no effort had been 
put forth by the present occupants of 
the Treasury benclics to piisli for\v.iril 
either railway or drydock construction. 
It was shown that the secession me- 
morial slumbered four -weeks in the 
pigeon-holes at James Buy before it was 
forwarded to Ottawa, and that for a 
period of four months tlioreaftor it re- 
mained at Ottawa (although addressed 
to tlio Imperial Govornment) without 
this Government having made the 
slightest effort to ascertain its fate. 
These facts are ah eady inipresse<l on 
the public mind. We say notiiing 
about tho ignominious withdrawal of 
the socossion innmorial. That is a mat- 
ter to which for the credit of tho Pro- 
vince one docs not caro to refer too 
often ; and wo content ourselves with 
drawing public attention to the fact 
that nearly two months have elapsed 
since the date wlien tho "grand up- 
heaval " was to have taken place, and 
that tho country has not yet " upheav- 
ed." "From present appearances tho 
only thing subject to " upheaval " is 
the Local Government, which sits 
heavily on tho popular stomach. There 
has been expended in the purchase of 
rotten cement and umcliiuery bought 
fivo years before there existed necessity 
for them ; in engineer's salary; in in- 
terest; in rent; and on account of the 
cofferdam contract, a sum apprcximat- 
ing $207,000. At tho late session a 
further uuui of $12,200 was voted 
wards the completion of tho cofferdam 
and the payment of salaries and other 
expenses. That the construction of the 
graving dock is a task entii'ely beyond 
&e resources of the country has been 
demonstrated over and over again. It 
is a work of gigantic proportions, when 
we consider the attenuated revenue and 
the unhappy result of railway negotia- 
tions, for 20,000 Columbians to under- 
take. Tho Elliott Government saw 
this when they offered tho whole affair 
— "look, stock and barrel" — site, decay 
ed cement, machinery, cofferdam, Ca- 
nadian subsidy and all — to thelniperial 
Government, the only stipulation be- 
ing that the Imperial Government 
should build, equip and work tho dock. 
This policy was accepted by the Waik- 
EH Government, but they have failed 
to urge it on the Imperial Government 
and the project has probably fallen to 
the ground. It will not he denied by 
the Ixical Covernment organs that tho 
nature of the advance from tho Cana- 
dian Government is still shadowy and 
uncertain. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars is a large sum of 
money; but it will go only a little way 
towards constructing a graving dock. 
Nearly as large a sum has been spent 
on the Esquimau dock already and tho 
work is not commenced. A tree 
must be judged by its fruits; a govern- 
ment by itn acts; and we have no hesi 
tation, judging the present Executive by 
their record, in advising the Dominion 
Government not to entrust the expen- 
diture of so large a sum to their hands. 
If it has cost $207,000 before one stone 
has been laid on another, what will it 
cost to complete the dock as a Local 
Government work? Any sum from 
^1,600,000 to §2,000,000. Taxation 
would have to be quadrupled to meet 
the interest on so great an expenditure, 
and the country would give way under 
the strain. Every one is of opinion 
that a drydock at Esquimalt would be 
a very desirable thing, and that with 
the certain prospect of Esquimalt be- 
coming tho chief naval station and tho 
rendezvous of ships of all nations seek- 
ing repairs, some pecuniary .sacri- 
fice should bo made to secure so great 
a public convenience; but there is such 
a thing as paying too dear for one's 
vbistis. Ben. Franklin did so and 
lived to regret his folly. If this Prov- 
ince should undertake to complete the 
Esquimalt dock with ?250,000 from 
the Dominion Government and iJGSO,- 
000 from the Imjierial Government, 
and if the Local Government should 
have the manipulation of tho funds, 
there would bo a financial crash before 
the dock- was one-half finished. Should 
the Local Government begin tho dock 
with only §250,000 borrowed from tho j 
Dominion Government in hand, they 
will bo guilty of a very grave oQ'euce, j 
the eQeci of which will bo to pawn the 
entire rovenue for tho next twenty ' 
years to meet tho interest. Tho dock ' 
partakes more of the character of a ^ 
national than a provincial work, and : 
if it is not undertaken by the Imperial 
Government it should be finished 
by the Dominion Government. It 
would never do to place §250,000 in 
the hands of men, who have proved 
themselves so notoriously incompetent 
as the existing Ministry, to squander 
ftmongst their supporters. There is 
absolutely no check that can be devised 
that they would bo disposed to respect, 
and the only course open to the Pro- 
vine^ is — supposing the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to have declined the offer — to 
asi the Canadian Government to put 
its 8250,000 and such other sums as 
may be required with the §250,000 
that will come from the Imperial Gov- 
ernment on completion of tho dock 
and . take the ' whole affair ■ over and 
jSniah it aa a national undertaking, 
which, in truth, it i».

Colonel O'&ormau Halion's E:£traordi- 
nary Caroor~A Rival to Mun- 
ohauson—An Zrisli C&ssa^ac. 

Due of tin; most remarkable men 
alive, .says the London Morning Adver- 
tiser, has been added to tho roll of mem- 
bers of Parliament by the election of 
Colonel O'Oernian jNIalion for tho 
County Clare. It is doubtful whether, 
outside the record of Muncliauson or 
his many rivals, then; is to be traced a 
more extraordinary career than that of 
the gallant patriarch who will resume 
his scat in the imperial legislat^ure aftei 
a twenty years' interval of absence 
from it. l)Ut it is a longer time than 
that since the Colonel entered Parlia- 
ment. Ho was elected in IS.'jO by tho 
constituency which adopted him again 
la.st Satunlay, after nearly forty jears 
In tho interim tho Colonel has amused 
ljim.self with other than political pur- 
suits. He had fought eighteen duels, 
in six of which ho was wounded by the 
enemy's fire, in seven of which he pink- 
ed his man, and in five, of which honor 
was satisfied without hurt to either 
principal. His afTairs of honor were 
but trivial (spisodes in the strangely 
varied and adventurous career of tho 
member for Clare. Ho began his ca- 
reer in 1828 — over half a century ago — 
as one of that "fighting brigade" whose 
'hity n.nd deligh! it was to -support, nt 
fifteen paces or so, whatcverMr. Daniel 
O'Connell :iaid of a ijolitical or personal 
antagonist. Then ho went into Parlia- 
moiiL The turn of time found him a 
journalist in Paris, where had ho been 
a contemporary with the fire-eating 
Paul de Oassagnnc, Greek would have 
met Greek. Then ho plunged into 
finance and politics and disported in 
the troubled waters cf both. Having 
skimmed tho cream of Old World o.x- 
citeinents ho set out like a knight-er- 
rant in quest of fresh exploits. His 
search met with more success than falls 
to the lot of the crown. Joining tho 
Peruvian army, he rose to the rank of 
commander-in-chief. Thoro was a ques- 
tion of appointing him president of the 
republic, but ho evaded tho perilous 
eminence by throwing up his exalted 
post in a fit of ennui and passing into 
the naval service of Chili, the neigh- 
bour State. The cx-generalissimo of 
the Peruvian land forces actually be- 
came lord high admiral of the Chilian 
fleet--such as it was. Colonel tVCor- 
man is a cousin of Major O'florman — 
a fact which will not render him loss 
welcome to all who appreciate rollick- 
ing humour and a natural geniality 
which is altogether above the petty 
spitefuliiess of Irish "national" politics. 
The colonel is a Home Kuler, of course, 
but we doubt if he will identify him- 
self with the obstructive faction of 
that party. He is full of fire and vigor 
in spite of his ago, but if he has the 
energy of a partizan, ho has the in- 
stincts of a gentleman. His adventures 
would make a singularly interesting 
memoir; and if he would only leave 
politics to his colleagues, and oblige 
tho world, we should welcome from his 
own hand the story of iiis life from 
year to year.

Ottawa, June 12. — It is rumored 
that the Premier goes to England for 
the purpose of being sworn in as Privy 
Councillor, and should that event take 
placo he will .shortly afterwards re- 
tii'r. Already, in prospect of such a 
contingency, the friends of tho .Minis- 
ters are advancing the claims of their 
respective leaders. Sir liOonard Tilloy 
is believed to he the favorite, although 
the abdicating leader has expressed 
preference for the iMinister of Railways 
and Canals. 

WiNNlPECi, Juno 1 2. --There is noth- 
ing new in the local jiolitical situation. 
A bill to abolish French printing and 
a retlistribution bill have been intro- 
duced. The former practically amounts 
to nothing. An impression is gaining 
ground that ere long the Ciovcrnment 
will be forced to resign, tliero being 
several important points on which ila 
supporters are not in accord. 

Lord Loftus and tlio Nihilieta. 

London, June 19. Lord Loftus 
stated to a reporter yesterday that tho 
so-called Nihilist movement in Russia 
is very much exaggerated. It certain- 
ly is misunderstood, so far as regards 
the dynasty. The Nihilist party (if it 
is permissiblo to use such a figure of 
speech) can be almost counted on the 
fingers of one's hand. Thoy are but an 
infinitesimal part of tho population. 
The peasants are not among them. 
Those latter are intensely loyal to the 
Emperor. Tho Nihilists aro what you 
may call tho Uferafi. The writers, stu- 
dents and other classes aro possessed of 
a fair degree of education. The.sc 
people are opposed to the present sys- 
tem of government. Thoro arc also a 
great many persons b£ "other classes 
■who are dissatisfied with tlie present 
system of bribery and corruption which 
exists in tlio Government, \yhile theso 
persons are not Niliilists thoy would 



not be sorry if Nihilism would bring 
about a change of system. Some peo- 
ple talk of insurrectioni but that is im- 
possible so long as the army remains 
loyal. Tlie Nihilists exercise a system 
of terrorism, and in that very fact show 
their v,-oakness.
